A Wonderful Night Ride. 
We have often heard and read of the 
wonderful manner in which some per­ 
sons have managed to ride over rail­ 
roads without paying their fare, by 
concealing themselves somewhere in­ 
side the cars or in some ingenious 
manner riding on the outside of the 
coaches; but the boldest and most 
reckless act of the kind ever commit­ 
ted we believe to be the one which oc­ 
curred over the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railroad 011 Thursday night. Hun­ 
dreds of persons would not fear the 
danger of booming cannon all around 
them, but there are very few persons 
who would have the hardihood or the 
nerve to attempt the feat a boy per­ 
formed on the above railroad. 
The night train left St. Louis for this 
city Thursday night about 7 o’clock 
with a good load of passengers, who 
were comfortable and warm in the 
sleeping-eoaohes, although the air 
without was rather cool and chilly. 
Before the train started, a lad between 
10 and 17 years of age stole softly un­ 
der one of the sleeping-coaches and 
straddled himself across a truck about 
five inches wide, and lying on his 
stomach, his hands clutching a cold 
iron bar above for support and his feet 
entangled in a chain below, he pre­ 
pared himself for an all-night free ride 
over more than 300 miles of road. Did 
he think that at any moment he could 
be jostled off his insecure hiding-place 
and perhaps left in some uninhabited 
portion of the country through which 
the road passed, alone to die ? Did he 
consider that sleep might overcome 
him while on his perilous trip and 
deatli ensue, or that numbness might 
creep over him and his hands thus fail 
him as a support ? Doubtless not; he 
was only thinking probably of reach­ 
ing his destination, which was his 
home that he had but lately left. 
The train moved on, the boy clutched 
the iron bar tighter, and hugged his 
support more closely. Off shot the 
train, the iron-horse screeching its 
loudest; faster and faster, until its 
speed at times reached a mile a min­ 
ute; but still the boy, only about four 
feet from the ground, kept fast hold, 
never closing ids eyes for a minute. 
Wliat thoughts must have flashed 
through his mind, young as he was. 
Minutes must have seemed hours, and 
hours weeks. But the night at last 
was done; the first streaks of dawn il­ 
luminated the horizon, and when the 
train reached Otisco, Indiana, about 
twenty miles from Jeffersonville, the 
boy was still safe and sound. 
Home of the chains of the brakes 
had become broken, and in repairing 
them the men found, to their aston­ 
ishment, the boy still lying there, un­ 
concerned and even laughing. He 
was taken off by the conductor, stiff 
and cold and covered with dust from 
head to foot. The conductor ques­ 
tioned him as to how he attempted 
such a ride. He replied that he lived 
in Jeffersonville, and that a short time 
ago he went to St. Louis with an elder 
brother, who ran away to California, 
leaving him in a large city alone and 
with 110 money; that wishing to get 
home lie undertook this new method; 
“and,” said he, “I didn’t mind it 
much, except for the dust.” The con­ 
ductor said that as he had ridden thus 
far free, lie might take the best seat 
inside the cars and ride the rest of the 
way at the same cost. 
On the back of his eoat were little 
rents, which had been made during 
the night by the slight pressure of the 
car on his back. Expressions of sym­ 
pathy were tendered by the passen­ 
gers as soon as they heard of his peril­ 
ous journey, many of them saying 
they would have been willing to have 
paid his passage had they known of 
his reckless determination. It was 
indeed a wonderful ride, and betokened 
extraordinary courage on the part of 
the boy.—[Louisville Courier-Journal, 
Feb. 28th._______________ 


Indian Depredations. 
The Northern Enterprise, published 
at Chico, Butte county, in its issue of 
March 13th says: “It has been a gen­ 
eral supposition that the predatory 
band «f Indians known as the Mill 
Creek tribe had been exterminated. 
Years past, this band of Indians had 
been the terror of this section, their 
murders and rapine being notorious. 
Under the brave and daring adven­ 
tures of Hi Good, Sandy Y’oung, Bob 
Anderson and others, these Indians 
had been so decimated that it was be­ 
lieved there was not more than one or 
two left. On Thursday of last week, 
the camping-grounds of Levi Smith 
and Mr. Thomas, on Mill Creek, were 
visited by some of this tribe, who had 
for some time been noticed in the 
neighborhood, and tbe camp robbed of 
all the flour, sugar, tea, and other pro­ 
visions on hand. They also took away 
a favorite shot-gun of Mr. Smith’s. 
Next week Young and others of the 
old Indian hunters will he upon their 
trail.” 
Private letters from London give 
some paaticulars of the last illness of 
Parepa-Rosa. On Christmas eve she 
passed a long evening singing the 
music of Elsa in “Lohengrin.” She 
was taken sick the next day; though 
at first after the birth of her dead 
child, she appeared to be doing well, 
the symptoms soon became so unfa­ 
vorable that Mr. Rosa, who had re­ 
joined his opera company in the prov­ 
inces, returned to London. Several 
days before her death Madame Rosa 
lost consciousness, and never regained 
it, calling constantly in her delirium 
for her child. The physicians expressed 
the opinion that even if her life could 
have ueen saved, she would have re­ 
mained a mere wreck, and possibly 
have become blind.

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Give Us Another Hotel. 
Every returning year brings with it 
an increase in the number of visitors, 
who for health or pleasure, or both, 
make a longer or shorter stay in our 
city. For a place of its size, we are 
better supplied with good hotels than 
js commonly the case, and we doubt 
if there is a city of ten or twelve thous­ 
and inhabitants in the State or in the 
West that can boast of four such 
houses as the Pico, the Clarendon, the 
Lafayette and the United States. 
But it must also be remembered that 
there is no city on the coast that has 
such an influx of strangers, and that 
uowhere else do the visitors sojourn so 
long. No one now thinks of coming 
to California without visiting Los An­ 
geles, and once here the delights of 
our climate are such as to prolong 
their stay. 
This has a tendency 
to overcrowd our hotels, and makes 
a demand for greater accommoda­ 
tions than usual. With every year 
this demand increases. This Winter 
we have felt the pressure much more 
forcibly and next Winter it will be 
still more plainly prominent. Our 
hotel proprietors have used every ef­ 
fort to meet the demands upon them, 
and the thanks of the whole commun­ 
ity are due for the success with which 
they have sustained the credit of the 
city; but the extension of capacity is 
not equal to the demand, and some 
decided action on the part of our capi­ 
talists is demanded at once. It has 
been suggested that a joint stock com­ 
pany should be organized with an 
ample capital to erect a building that 
will meet the wants of our city, one 
that will reflect credit on Los Angeles 
and Southern California. A building 
that would cost five hundred thousand 
dollars and accommodate from three 
hundred to five hundred guests, would 
not be too large, and if the business 
men of our city will only examine the 
matter, they will see that this is no 
extravagant estimate. Hundreds of 
visitors have staid here only a few 
days this winter that would have re­ 
mained weeks or months if they could 
have obtained such accommodations 
as they desired; and the very fact of 
having such an establishment w'ould 
attract a great many that otherwise 
might never come. The enhancement 
of values that would result from the 
building of such a hotel is well worth 
consideration. It would be worth all 
its cost to the city in general, and the 
property adjacent would be immensely 
advanced in value. We hope to see 
the idea worked out, and before an­ 
other year has passed to be able to say 
that Los Angeles has the finest and 
most complete hotel on the coast, out­ 
side of San Francisco. 


Alden Fruit-Drying Establishm ent. 
A company has recently been incor­ 
porated in San Francisco for the pur­ 
pose of aiding in building establish­ 
ments for drying fruit by the Alden 
process in different parts of the State. 
The Secretary of the company is in 
correspondence with parties in this 
city with a view to commence opera­ 
tions here some time this Spring if 
sufficient inducements are held out by 
our capitalists and orchardists. It is 
said that a very fine raisin can be made 
by the Alden process very cheaply. If 
this be the case, our vineyards, which 
are being dug up in many cases be­ 
cause the busiuess is not a lucrative 
one, can be grafted with foreign varie­ 
ties of grapes and the manufacture of 
raisins can be gone into on a large and 
paying scale. There is no reason why 
the United States should not be sup­ 
plied with raisins raised on California 
soil, and there is no reason why Los 
Angeles should not produce the finest 
brands of that article. 
There are hundreds of tons of fruit 
permitted to rot in Los Angeles county 
annually because there is no way of 
utilizing it, and every farmer who has 
a few trees will be interested in help­ 
ing to make a market for his surplus 
fruits. The Alden company have 
been applied to for specimens of rai­ 
sins manufactured by them. As soon 
as they are received-they will be placed 
on exhibition at the H e r a l d office. 
In the meantime we should look up 
the probable cost of erecting an Alden 
fruit dryer in this city, its capacity, 
and the probable profits of the invest­ 
ment. 


S e n a t o r H a g e r has presented in 
the Senate the resolution of our State 
Legislature asking Congress to restore 
to the public domain the lands with­ 
drawn from market for the benefit of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad. 
The company has failed entirely to 
comply with the terms of the grant, 
and as the policy of granting lands to 
railroad companies has been emphati­ 
cally condemned by the people, it is 
nothing more than justice that they 
should be restored for settlement. 


A Bold Robbery. 
A correspondent of the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle writing from Knight's 
Ferry, Stanislaus county, March 13th, 
says that the people of that locality 
were considerably excited on the pre­ 
vious eveniug in consequence of a bold 
robbery, committed, it was supposed, 
by Vasquez’sgang, or some other gang 
of highwaymen. Four Mexicans on 
jaded horses drove up to Henry Pat­ 
terson’s, a farmer near Knight’s Ferry, 
and very coolly appropriated his four 
horses. They then proceeded to 
Knight’s Ferry, where they stole a 
horse belonging to Mr. Fogarty, but 
returned it as unsuitable. The next 
day they robbed a store at O’Bryan’s 
Ferry aud also stole two horses, and 
were last seen going in the direction 
of Copperopolis or Jenny Lind. 


Sum ner's Successor 
The telegfapli informs us that the 
contest for Sumner’s vacant seat in 
the Seuate has narrowed down to four 
candidates; namely: Dawes, Hoar, 
Adams and Banks. The two former 
are 
Administration 
Republicans, 
though Dawes by his outspoken ar­ 
raignment of the poligy of the govern­ 
ment on several occasions has brought 
upon him the dislike of many of Pres­ 
ident Grant’s most active supporters. 
Adams and Banks are both Liberal 
Republicans, though Adams declined 
to participate in the Cincinnati Con­ 
vention, and took no part in the cam­ 
paign that followed the nomination of 
Horace Greeley. The bitter opposi­ 
tion of the Butler wing of the party to 
Hoar will make it difficult to concen­ 
trate on him, and it is not to be sup­ 
posed that the Administration will 
particularly insist that the cock-eyed 
statesman and his friends shall sup­ 
port the pretensions of the man who 
has so lately raked the government 
estimates from stem to stern. Stranger 
things may happen than the concen­ 
tration of the Democrats, the Liberals 
and the Independent Republicans on 
Charles Francis Adams, and if Massa­ 
chusetts really desires a worthy suc­ 
cessor to the man who for twenty 
years has been the central figure 
among a host of brilliant men, she 
cannot do better than to elect him. 
He is a scholar of brilliant attain­ 
ments, a statesman instead of a mere 
politician, and sustains a character 
beyond the reach of suspicion. 


Agricultural Education. 
President Andrew D. White of the 
Cornell University, in an address de­ 
livered at Albany, January 21, 1874, 
before the New York State Agricul­ 
tural Society, made among others the 
following remarks on the value of 
Practical Agricultural Education: 
Look at a few figures. The last cen­ 
sus gives certain agricultural statis­ 
tics, whose magnitude is almost op­ 
pressive. The value of farm produc­ 
tions in the United States, in the year 
1870 was considerably over two thous­ 
and millions of dollars. 
The value of farm productions in 
the State of New York the same year 
was over two hundred and fifty mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Does not common sense teach us 
that we can well afford to make a lit­ 
tle outlay to promote any seiences 
which may help such a vast interest ? 
If, in the course of years, in all these 
laboratories and experiments, some 
one useful idea shall be struck out, it 
•would pay our endowment a thousand 
fold.Says Emerson: "The true poet is 
an inspired prophet.” Did you ever 
think what an inspiration lies in the 
poet’s declaration that “the greatest 
benefactor of mankind is he who 
makes two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before ?” If not, look at the 
census returns showing the enormous 
value of the hay crop of these North­ 
ern States. 
Knowledge of nature coming by re­ 
search and observation in the labora­ 
tory and the field—these are to give us 
finally our "two blades of grass,” and 
multitudes of other benefactions to 
our race, not less precious. 
The Sheffield Scientific School at 
Yale College, has not a single student 
in agriculture; but Professor Brewer 
and Johnson by their experiments on 
fertilizers and kindred subjects, have 
returned the value of their endowment 
to the nation a hundred fold already. 
Take another item. The dairy pro­ 
ducts of New Y’ork, in 1870, were over 
100.000.000 pounds of butter, and over 
20.000.000 pounds of cheese. Now’, 
there has been quietly at work in our 
laboratory of agricultural chemistry, 
at Cornell University, a young pro­ 
fessor, George C. Caldwell. He has 
made little noise in the world, but has 
worked quietly on upon the chemistry 
of the dairy. Said I. B. Arnold, an 
authority vou all recognize: "Profes­ 
sor Caldwell’s researches on the chem­ 
istry of the dairy are worth more to 
the State than your whole endowment. 
He has taught us to do such things in 
dairy matters, and to increase dairy 
products, as we never dreamed of do­ 
ing.” And to this, substantially, Mr. 
Arnold has lately sworn before the 
Commission of Investigation. 
Take a few figures more from the 
same census. In 1870 the market gar­ 
den and orchard products of the State 
of New York amounted in value to 
close upon $12,000,000. 
Can any one then gainsay the wis­ 
dom of our employing, as we do, a 
oung naturaliBt of genius to devote 
iis whole time to investigation, and to 
giving lectures based upon these re­ 
searches? 
Take still other figures. The same 
census shows the value of farm imple­ 
ments in the State of New York to be 
over $45,000,000. In view of this, we 
have investigations and lectures upon 
mechanics related to agriculture, and 
have obtained models and implements 
at home and abroad to illustrate this 
subject. Is not the mere pittance this 
requires well laid out? 
Take another branch of the subject. 
We have been fitting up an establish­ 
ment for experiments in the best rota­ 
tion of crops, and in the feeding of cat­ 
tle. A careful resident professor lias 
been called to carry on these, and I 
trust that E. W. Stewart may be called 
to superintend them. 
Some time since, in view of this mat­ 
ter, I visited certain cattle-feeding es­ 
tablishments with a gentleman whose 
sound sense on such matters you all 
recognize, Hon. George Geddes. Said 
he: "This experiment fairly tried w’ill 
be worth to the State of New York 
more than your whole endowment; no 
matter which way it turns out; no 
matter whether ‘soiling’ is found pro­ 
fitable or unprofitable; to try this mat­ 
ter fully, and fairly, and scientifically, 
will be worth more than your endow­ 
ment.” 


Fire at Santa Barbara. 
The Press of Monday says that St. 
Vincent College took fire that evening 
and at the time it went to press was 
in danger of complete destruction. 
The fire broke out in the west end of 
the upper story, and despite the exer­ 
tions of the firemen and citizens, ac­ 
cording to later advices, was entirely 
destroyed. The building was one of 
the finest in the city, having been 
erected about a year ago at a cost of 
probably $25,000. 
Two Salem, Oregon, men have in­ 
vented and constructed a combined 
harrow and pulverizer. The machine 
has a breadth of five feet and rests 
upon four runners, which have sharp 
edges upon the under sides, allowing 
them, under the weight of the driver, 
who rides upon the pulverizer, to sink 
into the earth, 


New York Wool Market. 
The market for domestic fleece con­ 
tinues to rule very quiet. Manufac­ 
turers generally purchase only small 
lots to meet their urgent needs. Prices 
are nominally unchanged. The stocks 
of fine fleece are gradually being re­ 
duced. 
Fall clip California is in large sup­ 
ply, and being dull, prices favor buyer. 
In foreign wools there is very little 
change in the condition of the market 
since the date of our last report. Hold­ 
ers of choice Australian and Capo 
wools are encouraged by advices from 
abroad, and hold their product at full 
values. The principal demand is for 
carpet descriptions, which are fairly 
active. 
The receipts of domestic wool for the 
week under review were 5,136 bales, as 
compared with 1,414 bales last week, 
and 575 bales a fortnight since. The 
receipts since the 1st of January reach 
40,154 bales, against 63,955 bales for a 
corresponding period last year. 
The sales of wool for the week under 
review include 20,000 lbs. Ohio fleeces 
at 52(«55c; 10 bales Oregon combing at 
45c; 6,000 lbs. do. on private terms; 80 
bales Oregon on private terms; 3,000 
Oregon at 38c; 25 bales Cape at 37Jc;

A Singular Case of Disappearance. 
The Napa Register of the 12tli says: 
A most singular case has just trans­ 
pired, involving the sudden disappear­ 
ance of an old and well-known citizen 
of Napa. J. F. MeCort, merchant 
tailor, opposite the Register office, on 
Main street, left here a week ago last 
Monday morning, as lie said, for San 
Francisco, to buy goods. He was 
looked for all last week, but did not 
return as was expected, aud nothing 
was known of his whereabouts until 
last evening, when Postmaster Brown 
received a letter from Laramie, Wyo­ 
ming Territory, which throws light 
upon the situation. The letter is dated 
March 7th (last Saturday,), and states 
that a man had been left there that 
morning by the eastern-bound train 
who w’us evidently very insane. The 
railroad authorities took him from the 
train and turned him over to the City 
Marshal.

He liad been hurt on the 
shoulder, and said he had been thrown 
from a buggy. Brow’n’s informant, 
however, adds later that he had learn­ 
ed from the conductor that McCort 
jumped from the train the night be­ 
fore, while they were running, and 
the fall injured his side and shoulder. 
Tlioy backed up and got him on the 
train again, and brought him on to 
Laramie. ________________

A Boy Murderer Hanged. 


J acksonville, Fla., February 27th. 
W illiam Keene was executed to-day 
lor the murder of Valentine in No­ 
vember last. 
Keene first made his 
appearance in this city about the 1st 
of October, 1873. He was quite youth­ 
ful, being about eighteen years of age, 
and prepossessing in appearance and 
manner. A few clays nfter his arrival 
he Avas joined by Valentine, a person 
much older than Keene. 
They ap­ 
peared to be warm friends. About the 
1st of November, Valentine started up 
the river on a hunt, and Avas followed 
by Keene, who returned a few days 
after, bringing Valentine’s boat, gun 
and watch. 
Valentine’s body was 
found near Black Point, with evi­ 
dences that lie had been foully m ur­ 
dered. The brain was pierced with 
shot, the throat gashed, and the legs 
weighted. 
At the Coroner’s inquest 
Keene admitted in a careless way that 
the body was that of Valentine, and 
afterwards confessed th at he commit­ 
ted the crime, adding th at it was done 
in self-defense. His story was that he 
quarreled with Valentine about a loan 
of money. Valentine stooped to raise 
a revolver, and he fired on and killed 
him. H e denied having cut the vic­ 
tim ’s throat, and attributed the cuts 
to the fishes. 
The theory of defense was upset by 
the fact th at Valentine had been shot 
in the back of the head; and this, to­ 
gether with Keene’s concealment of 
the crime, and his haste to get posses­ 
sion of the dead man’s property, sutfi- 
ciently proved his guilt. His air of 
cool levity in the prisoner’s box made 
an unfavorable impression. The proof 
was clear, and he was sentenced to be 
hanged to-day. His counsel made a 
motion for a new trial, but Avithdrew 
the motion, and the death warrant 
was signed. 
After his sentence Keene began to 
reflect on his condition. He Avas re­ 
ceived into the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and Avrote verses devoid of 
literary merit, but showing that he 
realized his approach, ng end. 
At half-past 10 this morning lie was 
hanged in the jail enclosure. He met 
his fate calmly, and Avas pronounced 
dead within thirty minutes. About 
one hundred persons witnessed the ex­ 
ecution. 
To-morrow Keene Avould 
have been nineteen years old. 
Valentine, the murdered man, was 
a native of Charlton, Haratoga county, 
New York, and has one brother and 
two sisters now living. H e left home 
and went to California nineteen years 
ago, and was never heard of by his 
relatives until an account of his m ur­ 
der was seen in the New York Sun. 
L. L. Gillespie and wife, of Troy, New 
York, the lutter a sister of the mur­ 
dered man, arrived here on Monday, 
and had an interview with Keene.— 
LN. Y. Sun.

The Perils of the Deep. 


The New Orleans 7 
of the 3d 
reports the arrival there of tin* bark 
Alice Campbell, from Boston, witli the 
shipwrecked crew of the schooner 
Thomas P. Barkalow, wrecked Febru­ 
ary 8th. The narrative of their suffer­ 
ings is thus given; 
The schooner Thomas P. Barkalow, 
of Key West, Fla., Captain John P>. 
King, with a crew of live men, con­ 
sisting of L. G. Thompson, mate; F­ 
M. Archer, W illiam H. Spatchers, 
John Sands and W illiam R. Wilkins, 
sailors, left Cedar Keys on the morn­ 
ing of Thursday,February 5th, for Key 
West, with a load of lumber. The 
vessel was, to all appearances, in good 
condition; and aside from the adverse 
winds encountered m atters went on 
smoothly, reaching Anclote Key on 
the evening of Friday, tlie 0th, where 
they came to anchor and remained all 
night. On the following morning, the 
7th of February, the schooner was got 
under way at an early hour, the wind 
at the time blowing strong from the 
southwest, and after running a few 
| hours it was discovered that the vessel 
was making water freely, though the 
locality of the leak could not be ascer­ 
tained. The pumps were immediately 
brought into requisition, and it re­ 
tí uired constant work to keep the 
water down. Shortly after the vessel 
began 
leaking 
the 
wind 
veered 
to 
the 
northward, 
causing 
the 
sea to 
run 
high, and culm inat­ 
ing in a mishap, to which may 
he attributed all the suffering subse­ 
quently borne by the unfortunate 
crew. The accident referred to was 
the loss of the yawl, which was washed 
from the davits and carried beyond 
reach. Even had there been a possi­ 
bility of recovering the boat, it would 
have been utterly useless, for the 
stern-post was jerked out by the vio­ 
lence with which the craft was tossed 
about. At this time there was no 
thought that the lost boat would be 
ultimately needed, nor did such an 
idea occur until tbs following day, the 
8th, when, about 7 o’clock I n the m orn­ 
ing, it was discovered th at the water 
was gaining rapidly on the pumps, and 
all efforts to keep it down were useless. 
The pumps had been constantly work­ 
ing duriug the twelve preceding hours 
and all bands were thoroughly ex­ 
hausted. A part of the deck load was 
then thrown off, thinking thereby to 
relieve the vessel, but the water con­ 
tinued to pour in so rapidly as to pre­ 
clude all hope of keeping the little 
vessel afloat. At this time the schoon­ 
er was under a reefed foresail, and was 
bearing up for Key W est harbor, then 
between thirty and forty miles distant. 
The prospect of being water-logged did 
not give tim crew any great unsas;- 
ness, for they imagined that a distance 
of forty miles could be easily accom­ 
plished in that condition, and accord­ 
ingly all the stores and effects Avere 
placed on deck, and a platform ar­ 
ranged to keep them dry. About noon 
the schooner filled, and as the water 
covered the deck she gradually turned 
on her port side, and everything that 
had been placed on deck was swept 
away. The crew ascended to the dry 
side of the vessel, which remained in 
that position for about an hour, during 
which time, the rigging having been 
cut away, the mainmast Avorked out 
and she gradually righted. 
There were on board the schooner 
half a dozen or more pigs, and when 
she went over the swine floated off, all 
but one striking out boldly for where 
they imagined the land lay. The one 
that remained swum around the Avreck 
and was eventually rescued by the 
mate and proved to be a most import­ 
ant capture; for upon it and about two 
pounds of salt pork the unfortunate 
crew subsisted during the subsequent 
two weeks. From Sunday, the 8th, to 
the following Thursday, the 12th, the 
men remained on the schooner, parti­ 
ally submerged and suffering greatly 
from cold and thirst. 
Hunger did not assail them for that 
they relieved by small morsels from 
their limited supply of pork. A few 
potatoes,about tAvo dozen, AA'ere secured 
from the forecustle by the men, Avho 
dived for them, and w ith these their 
thirst a v u s partially assuaged. 
After being tAvo days on the vessel 
it Avas seen that she would eventually 
go to pieces, and the construction of a 
raft was commenced out of the spars 
and deck planks Avliicli Avere Avorking 
loose. On the morning of the 12th 
some additions were made to the raft 
and during the evening they shoved 
off from the 
Avreck and took the 
chances of a rescue on a frail structure 
composed of light planks and a feAV 
spnrs. On this the six men remained 
for eleven days, several times seeing 
sails in the distance, Avhlch held forth 
to them the hope of a rescue, only 
hoAvever, to be disappointed, as the 
sails as many times faded out of sight 
leaving the "poor fellows despondent. 
On the afternoon of the 23d a sail 
was observed, and shortly the vessel 
appeared to be bearing doAvn upon the 
ratt. An hour of suspense ensued, and 
the wrecked creAV Avere cheered by the 
fact that the vessel held steadily on 
her course, bearing down upon them 
—for should this opportunity of a rescue 
to pass they felt conscious that none 
could survive for another twenty-four 
hours. The Campbell reached the raft 
about 7 o’clock in the evening, and 
after considerable tim e and trouble 
the Avrecked crew Avere transferred 
from the raft to the bark, and they 
AA’ere saved. 
They presented a piteous sight, their 
limbs being swollen to twice their 
natural size, and all were covered with 
sores and blisters, and not one of the 
six was able to stand up Avhen placed 
on the deck of Captain Gorham’s ves­ 
sel. For many days after their rescue 
they required the utmost care, Avhieh 
was given them by Captain Gorham 
and his officers; and h o a v , though not 
recovered, the unfortunates are doing 
well, but will require Aveeks they re­ 
cuperate thoroughly. 
Captain King is a native of Norfolk, 
Va., Avhere his family at present are, 
and Mr. Thompson, the mate, resides 
at Key West, where he has a family. 
They are entirely destitute, and it 
would seem that there should betaken 
some action, either by the city or pri­ 
vate charity, to provide for their want.

A Noted Will Casa. 


The Call says that the trial of the 
celebrated Black Avill case, Avhieh was 
transferred from Sonoma county to 
the Probate Court of this city, com­ 
menced on Monday morning last. 
James Black, in the year 1830, located 
in Marin county and became A'ery 
Avealthy. His first Avifc died and he 
married a widoAV lady who had borne 
her first husband four or five children. 
In June, 1870, Black died and left an 
estate valued at more than half a m il­ 
lion dollars. He left a will bequeath­ 
ing his entire property to his surviv­ 
ing Avife and children, except a few 
nominal 
remembrances to friends. 
The only child by his first marriage 
(wife of Dr. Burdell, formerly of that 
city,) filed an opposition the probating 
of the will, on the grounds of unsound­ 
ness of inind at the time of the execu­ 
tion, undue influence oftlio legatees, 
etc. 
During the closing period of his 
life Black became very intemperate. 
This is one of the alleged causes of the 
derangement of his intellect. 
The 
will Avas carried to Mrs. Burdell for 
her to read the day after the funeral 
of her father. Finding that he had 
disinherited his only child, she tore 
the paper almost in tAvain, dividing 
his signature. The case was tried be­ 
fore a jury in San Ralael three times, 
and iu each instance the jury failed to 
agree. 
Each of the trials occupied 
about two Aveeks, and often the court 
sessions Avere extended to late hours 
in the night. The case Avas transfer­ 
red to Ban Francisco on motion of the 
proponent, on the ground that a fair 
trial could not be obtained in Marin 
county. 


Alexander Johnston, father of the 
late W illiam F. Johnston, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, isHtill living at Kingston, near 
Grunsburg, Westmoreland county, Pa. 
He is hoav in the 100th year of his age. 
He Avas comparatively robust until 
lately, and in his 98th year used regu­ 
larly to ride on horseback.

Will tho Or nge Bu .rross Depreciate? 


E d ito r H e r a l d : 
We frequently 
hear the statement mude that the 
profitableness of orange culture will 
soon pass away, und that orange or­ 
chards will pay no more per acre than 
the orchards of common fruit; that the 
semi-tropical fruit m arket _ will be 
overstocked; that oranges, lemons and 
limes will be a drug in the market, 
and that the high-priced orchards of 
Southern California will become com­ 
paratively worthless. The statement 
is also frequently made that the orange 
business in Florida has been over­ 
done, and that it hardly pays them 
now to pick and ship the oranges, on 
account of the low price of that fruit. 
These statements have had a tendency 
to discourage the planting of semi- 
tropical fruit orchards in this county. 
As evidence that the foregoing state­ 
ments are not correct, we would site 
the following extract from the Palatka 
(Florida) Herald: “ Dummitt’s grove, 
on Indian river, is perhaps the finest 
in the State. It cost the proprietor to 
take care of it last year SlJKMi, and 
yielded 000,IKK) oranges, for which he 
was paid $11,000. This grove has 3,000 
trees, which, with proper care, would 
average 3,000 each, and give an annual 
income of $50,000 to $75,000. H. L. 
H art’s grove at Palatka yields him an 
income of $15,000 to $20,000 per an­ 
num. Arthur Ginn’s grove, at Mel- 
lonville, of 1,100 trees, pays him $12,000 
to $15,000 per annum, and is worth 
$100,000. Besides these groves there 
are a great number of splendid prom­ 
ise; but having been planned of late 
years, the incomes derived from them 
areas yet of little moment. Mr. De 
Barry of New York has a grove near 
Enterprise of 20,000 trees. 
Charles 
S. Brown of New York has one oppo­ 
site Palatka 
of 1,200 trees; 
and 
James Patterson of Toronto has a 
grove on B añara river of 8,000 trees.” 
From this e tract it would appear that 
the orange culture cannot be very bad 
in Florida. The business cannot be 
said to be overdone when orange or­ 
chards are worth one hundred dollars 
per tree. ________________

A Horrible Crime. 


The Havilah Miner of the 14th gives 
the particulars of one of the most re­ 
volting crimes that has ever shocked 
the community. It says: 
Kernville was thrown into the most 
intense excitement 
last 
Thursday 
night by the announcement that a 
little daughter of Mr. Boles had m ys­ 
teriously disappeared and tlfe most 
doubtful feelings were entertained for 
her safety, foul play being the general 
impression of the populace. The whole 
town turned out to hunt the missing 
one, and at half-past 4 o’clock Friday 
morning she was found about GOO yards 
from her pareuts’ house, in a lonely 
spot, gagged and dead. On examina­ 
tion it was found that a piece of her 
clothing was stufl'ed in her mouth and 
that the human brute after accom­ 
plishing his hellish purpose, had tied 
her feet together with her shawl. His 
trail was found and tracked into town. 
After leaving his victim it appeared 
that he ran at his utmost speed for 250 
yards, he evidently being much fright­ 
ened. The im print of his boots shows 
the size of them to be eight and a half 
and run over on the outside. 
As far as 
external evidences show it appears 
that the little girl was returning home 
from school—her parents living about 
a mile from town—by the trail, and 
that she was met by seme man a little 
before dusk who walked a short dis­ 
tance with her until arriving at the 
lonely spot and then was not found 
again until she was found dead, twen­ 
ty-five yards from the trail. At the 
point where the footprints disappear, 
the ground bears evidence of a heroic 
struggle of the little girl, and shows 
that she was finally taken up in arms 
and bodily carried to the spot where 
death ensued. The brave little crea­ 
ture 
here made another desperate 
struggle for life, liberty and honor, 
but of course without avail. Many 
conjectures were indulged in that it 
was a Chinaman. 
Some thirty or 
forty Chinamen were immediately ar­ 
rested, and it is perhaps lucky that 
none of them wore eight and a half 
boots, as the excitement was so great 
that no law could have overruled the 
decisive law of Judge Lynch. 
The 
next thing done was to arrest all the 
Indians and Mexicans. No clue being 
elicited, opinion changed, and it is now 
the impression that the awful deed 
was committed by a white man, but 
who, no one knows. The murdered 
girl was very pretty, a little large for 
her age, anti was bright and intelli­ 
gent. The whole country condole with 
the bereaved parents. Opinions are as 
numerous and as thin as the wind that 
blows. 
One of the most plausible is 
that he had planned and waited a long 
time for the opportunity, and being 
known to her had killed her on the 
principal that “the dead tell no talcs.” 


Great Loss of Stock. 


The Yreka Journal of the lltli says 
the storms of the past week, together 
with frost every night, preventing the 
grass from coming up, has caused 
more loss of stock, especially since the 
snow-storm of last Saturday, and the 
hard 
freezing 
weather of Sunday 
night. 
All persons in the county 
owning stock have lost more or less, 
even those who have furnished them 
feed all the time, though the per 
centage has been small where stock 
have been fed in comparison to those 
obliged to hunt their own living, It 
is a common thing to see dead cattle in 
the fields and on the hills in every 
direction, and if half the stock have 
not died this W inter, we will be 
agreeably disappointed in our esti­ 
mate, 
A gentleman told us last week 
he saw 40 head lying dead in a field 
on Little Shasta, where the cattle had 
free access to a largo straw stack, 
which shows that the long continued 
wet weather has proven disastrous to 
them and more severe than the coldest 
weather, for the W inter lias not been 
a cold one compared to what we have 
often had without such losa of stock. 
Webb, who had some 30 head of full- 
blooded merino sheep between Little 
Shasta and Willow Creek, has lost 
seven of tho ewes, and has also lost a 
number of his common sheep. Hiram 
Richardson, of Willow Creek, will 
lose a large number, still he incoming 
out much better than many others. 
Wetzel’s band is now getting along 
very well on the new grass coming up 
on 
the hills across the Klamath, 
where the snow has melted olf. At 
Mofflt Creek, where a large number of 
cattle were driven for Winter, can be 
seen many dead cattle, with a pros­ 
pect of several more dying, as they 
were all poor for want of food. On the 
flats north of town and along Shasta 
river, are many dead cattle starved to 
death, the feed being about eat out, 
and the same result is prevalent in 
many other frequented grazing ranges 
in tho county and more particularly 
on the prairies, where the cold winds 
prevent the grass from starting up.

A Maniacal Murderer. 


The N. Y. Herald of the 8th gives 
the particulars of a terrible tragedy 
briefly mentioned in the telegraphic 
dispatches of that date. It says: A 
bloody and most frightful tragedy oc­ 
curred a little before noon to-day in 
the borough of Wallingford, a thriving 
manufacturing village twelve miles 
north of this city, whic i resulted in 
three men receiving bad wounds, 
which may occasion the death of two 
of them, and jeopardize the lives 
of a dozen men. 
The history of tlieaffairis as follows: 
For the past two years a young man 
named John Anderson, a native of 
Sweden, and aged about twenty-three 
years, residing with his wife and child 
lit No. 89 Ashman street, in this city, 
has been employed in the carriage- 
whcel manufactory of Hall «& Parme- 
lee, in Wallingford. 
By industry, 
fidelity and good workmanship he 
won the confidence of his employers, 
who finally gave him a contract to 
make wheel rims, and in this work he 
had several men employed under him 
and did a prosperous business. 
Last 
week Anderson informed his employ­ 
ers that he desired to throw up the 
contract, and they assented to his so 
doing and employed Alfred Norton 
and a man named Nettleton to fill his 
place. 
This put Anderson in bad 
blood, and he left the shop in anger 
and went to Hartford ami collected 
some money and then returned to his 
home in this city, where he spent Sun­ 
day, but did not tell his family what 
had occurred. On Monday he returned 
to Wallingford, and on Thursday went 
to the shop and behaved with much 
violence, his anger being directed 
mainly against Norton, whose brains 
lie threatened to knockout. He freely 
indulged in wild threats 
of ven­ 
geance 
against 
him, as 
well as 
Nettleton and all the officers of the 
company. For this conduct he was 
arrested, to compel him to give bonds 
to keep the peace, and Deacon Fenn, 
of the Baptist Ctlureh gave bonds 
for his appearance. On Friday Ander­ 
son returned to his home in this city 
and informed his family of the trouble 
at the shop, and indulged in very vio­ 
lent language, oaths and threats of 
vengeance, so that the family were 
greatly frightened. 
This 
morning 
after rising he commenced to talk 
again of his trouble, and flourished 
about a pistol and threatened to shoot 
those he claimed had wronged him. 
He took the early morning train to 
Wallingford, and spent most of the 
forenoon looking for Roswell Morse, 
the grand juror who issued the war­ 
rant for his arrest. He did not find 
him, and, in view of what transpired 
soon after, it is supposed he designed 
to shoot him. 
A little before 12 o’clock he entered 
the wheel shop, which is near the rail­ 
road depot, holding in one hand a six- 
barrel loaded Smith «fe Wesson re­ 
volver and in the other hand a seven- 
barrel loaded revolver of the same 
pattern. He had them both cocked 
and as he entered the door he declar­ 
ed in an excited manner that he would 
shoot every man in the shop. There 
was only one man at work on this 
floor, Edwin Gale, and he imm ediate­ 
ly fired at him, but the ball flew wide 
of the mark and Mr. Gale escaped un­ 
harmed. 
The desperate man then 
rushed up stairs into the wheel room, 
where fifteen or twenty men were at 
work. Still holding his revolvers one 
in each hand, he ran suddenly toward 
Albert Norton, and when within six 
feet of him fired. 
The charge missed its aim and was 
buried in a wagon upon which Mr. 
Norton was at work. 
Mr. Norton 
quickly turned and ran, when Ander­ 
son fired a second shot, which lodged 
in Norton’s shoulder, inflicting u bail 
flesh wound. Then Anderson turned 
and fired upon another workman near 
him, named Horatio Hall. The bullet 
took effect in the temple, near the ear, 
and Hall fell to the floor, exclaiming, 
“I’m shot; for God’s sake, get a doc­ 
tor as soon as you can!” Anderson 
then rushed upon E. H, Ives, the trea­ 
surer of the company, who fled down 
stairs, pursued by the assaksin, who 
fired two shots at him without effect, 
Anderson then returned to the second 
floor and shot himself in the upper 
part of the head, making a wound 
from which the blood freely flowed. It 
did not prove serious enough to dis­ 
able him, and he again rushed down 
stairs and commenced to fire indis­ 
criminately at the workmen who had 
left the upper story, but his aim was 
wild and he hit no onp, Covered with 
blood, he rushed out of the sflop to the 
platform in front, and, drawing ty 
knife, cut his throat from ear to ear 
and dropped upon the platform, where 
he lay several minutes. H e then suc­ 
ceeded in getting up and went toward 
the depot, still flourishing the revolv­ 
ers. 
His frightful appearance caused 
a general stampede of persons about 
the budding except the depot master. 
Mr. Edmunds, who went to him and 
helped him back to the factory, where 
he raved so badly that three men were 
required to hold him. 80011 after he 
fell into a stupor. 
It is thought lie 
cannot live. Mr. Hall was taken to 
Hoey’s Hotel, where, at last accounts, 
he was in a delirious condition, with 
slight prospects of recovery. 
Upon 
examining Anderson’s revolvers it 
was found that he had discharged 
eleven charges while in the factory. 
He worked about five years ago in the 
New Haven Wheel Company’s fac­ 
tory, in this city, and while there as­ 
saulted a young Irishman, a fellow- 
workman, with a wheel spoke, and 
S 
iunded him until he was unconscious, 
e was known then as a man of ex­ 
tremely violent temper. In W alling­ 
ford the affair of to-day has created 
the most intense excitement and the 
deepest sympathy for Hall and Norton. 


Pacific Railroad Investigation. 


The correspondent of the New York 
Mercantile Journal, under 
date of 
March 7th, says: 
Mr. Luttrel of California lately un­ 
dertook to bring about the investiga­ 
tion of the affairs of the Central Pacific 
Railroad. He was headed off for the 
time by the House referring his reso­ 
lution of inquiry to the Pacific Rail­ 
road Committee, they to report to the 
House whether an investigation had 
better be ordered. Thus he was ex­ 
pected to tell the committee before­ 
hand what he expocted to prove, to 
give the names or the witnesses, etc., 
which would afford his opponents an 
opportunity to spirit away witnesses, 
hide or destroy important documents, 
and otherwise hinder or defeat the in­ 
vestigation. This being tho case, he 
shrewdly withdrew for the moment 
from the matter, and allowed the im ­ 
pression to go forth that he had aban­ 
doned the effort. Yesterday, however, 
he returned to the charge handsomely, 
presenting to the House resolutions by 
the California 8 enate and Assembly, 
stating that the Central Pacific man- 
ugors had grossly wronged the people 
of California, and instructinglthe Cali­ 
fornia delegation to urge an investiga­ 
tion. This places him in a very dif­ 
ferent position before the House, and 
and the investigation is likely to be 
ordered.

The W hite Pine News has advices 
from Robinson district saying that the 
Aultman mine never looked better 
than at the present time. 
Experimen­ 
tal assays have been made during the 
W inter from every portion of the mine, 
showing mineral, as also of other loca­ 
tions belonging to the company, with 
splendid results. The average of all 
the samples is $04 in silver and from 
$00 to $100 in gold. It will be a m at­ 
ter of impossibility to do much in the 
mining way at Robinson until May, 
weeks of line weather being necessary 
to get the roads in good order and con­ 
dition. Meanwhile ore will be con­ 
stantly taken out by the various com­ 
panies engaged there.
